Nobel Prize Winner of 1936 


Succumbs to Meningitis 
50 Vears Old.

my, German pacifist who won 
the Nobel Peace Prizé in 1936, died 
of meningitis today in a Berlin san- 
itarium. He was 50 years old. 

When Adolf Hitler rose to power 
in 1933, Ossietzky was sent to a 
concentration camp, from which he 
was released in November, 1936, 
when it became known that he was 
to receive the Nobel prize. After 


his: release, he went to the sanita- 
rium, where he remained until his 


death 


The greater part of the $40,000 
prize money was lost to Ossietzky 
through the embezzlement of a law- 
yer retained to collect the money 
for him in Norway. The lawyer, 
Kurt Wannow, was sentenced to 
two years at hard labor. He had 
charged Ossietzky 20,000 marks for 
collecting the 100,000-mark prise, 
and listed large expenditures which 
left Ossietzky only 16,500 marks 
(about $6600) as his share of the 
award. . 

Ossietzky, a pacifist before the 


World War, spent four years at the 
front with the German army, Aft- 
er war he became a leader of Ger- 
maus and others working for world 
peace and in 1927 he was chosen 
editor of a liberal magazine pub- 


lished in Berlin. In that publi- 
cation he revealed Germany's re- 


armament plans—an act for which 
he was sentenced to 18 months in 
prison on a charge of treasoxn. Con- 
victed in 1931, he served more than 


a year of the term. ie 

His final published article was 
an editorial published a few days 
before Hitler became Chancellor. 
The editorial, entitled “Savior,’ 
pointed out in satirical fashion that 
each new messiah to whom Ger-

Ossietzky told visitors last Au- 
gust he had dropped out of all po- 
litical activity, but had not, despite 
spending most of his time since 
1932 in prisons and concentration 
camps, changed his pacifist views.

A decree dissolving the Jesuit or- 
der in Spain, where it was founded 
almost 400 years ago, and confiscat- 
ing its property in the name of the 
state was promulgated during the 
presidency of Niceto Alcala Zam- 
ora more than six years ago, 

Property estimated by Jesuits at 
about $30,000,000 was confiscated, 
mostly schools, residences and con- 
vents, publications and charitable 
and social institutions. Some of 
the schools held world-wide recog- 
nition.

NEWARK, N. J., May 4-—A Fed- 
eral Bureau of Investigation in- 
quiry into charges by Norman 
Thomas, Socialist leader, that he 
was kidnaped and his constitution- 
al rights denied when he attempted 
to make a May day eve speech in 
Jersey City was promised today by 
the United States Attorney's office. 

Two Jersey City police officials, 
John J. Underwood, deputy chief, 
and Henry Gauthier, chief of de- 
tectives, are accused in three com- 
plaints filed by Thomas yesterday. 

Alleging violation of the Federal 
kidnaping law, Thomas said he was 
“unlawfully seized, kidnaped, ab- 
ducted and carried away by said 
defendants” when he was hustled 
from Journal Square Saturday 
night. 

Underwood, who was in charge of 
police at the scene, reported Thomas 
was taken away for his own pro- 
tection. : : aad 

He engaged Arthur T. Vander- 
bilt, Newark, president of the Amer- 
ican Bar Association, as counsel. 

Thomas was placed on a ferry 
boat for New York, which the com- 
plaint charged constituted transpor- 
tation in interstate commerce. A 
third complaint against the two po- 
licemen charged they conspired to 
“injure, press, threaten and intimi- 
date” Thomas in the exercise of 
his constitutional right. 

During most of the hour and a 
half that Thomas conferred with 
Holland and attorneys, Mayor Frank 
Hague of Jersey City was on the 
same floor of the Federal building, 
but the two did not meet. 

Hague appeared at his own re- 
quest before the grand jury investi- 
gating a complaint by the Ameri- 
can Civil Liberties union that its 
mail was tampered with in Jer- 
sey City. 

Hague, who left the jury room 
about 10 minutes before Thomas 
filed his charges, would not dis- 
cuss his testimony, saying he did 
not wish to be in contempt. Grand 
jury proceedings are secret. 


NAZI ASSAILS CATHOLIC BISHOP 
FOR NOT VOTING IN PLEBISCITE 


STUTTGART, Germany, May 4 
Catholic Bishop Johan Sproll of 
Rottenburg has been made the tar- 
get of severe criticism by Nazi Dis- 
trict Leader Wilhelm Murr, writing 
in the local-Naszi party organ, for 
allegedly not participating in the 
April 10 plebiscite indorsing the un- 
jon of Austria with Germany. 

“As a German, Sproll violated his 
national duty by not following the 
call of the Fuehrer,” Murr wrote.

And it 
may not help the cause of the 
regular bookmaker against the 
pari-mutuel form of betting. 


According t6 the bookmaker’s 
@inal odds on the Wood Me- 
morial, won by Fighting Fox, the 

booking total of that race was 
about 119. In other words, in a 
balanced book the odds-layer 
would keep $19 out of every $119 
handled. 

In Illinois the mutuels may 

take out a maximum of 7% per 
cent, which seems to put the IIli- 
nois mutuel patron on a far better 
plane than the New York track 
customer. .

Supreme Court who united in disapprov- 


ing the recommendations of a committee 


.of the Missouri State Bar Association, 


_ which purported to “stiffen” the require- 


ments for becoming a lawyer in Missouri. 
In fact, if these recommendations had 


‘been approved, their twofold net effect 


would have been: first, to keep out of 
the legal profession a substantial amount 
of practical brains, of which that pro- 
fession stands in some need; second, the 
confining of the training of future law- 
yers to men substantially without experi- 
ence in the practice of the profession 
which they teach. 

One of the recommendations provided 
that hereafter an applicant for admis- 
gion to the bar would have to show two 
years of study in college before he began 
the study of law. The present Missouri 
rule, which now remains in force, pro- 
vides for two years in college or its 
equivalent. 

Not only did the proposed change run 
directly opposite to the progress made in 
the last decade in the field of adult ed- 
ucation, but it also ran counter to the 


guccessful experience of many states 


with educational requirements similar to 
Migsouri’s. If the proposal had been 
adopted, it would have created an un- 
deniable tendency to make admission to 


the legal profession a matter of social 


class rather than ability. 

The second recommendation of the 
committee would have been equally un- 
fortunate, since it would have barred 
from Missouri the graduates of many of 
the most progressive and most successful 
law schools of the country. Curiously 
enough, those schools in general are 
characterized by a full contact between 
law students and precticing lawyers; and 
the lack of such contact in the schools 
which would have had a monopoly of 
legal education. under the proposed rule 
has been the subject of much discussion 
among the schools themselves within the 
last two years. . 

The third recommendation, which 
would have forever barred those young 
men, who are found especially in the 


rural districts, and who are entirely un- 


able to attend any law school anywhere, 
from studying law in a lawyer's office 
under the direct tutelage of a qualified 
lawyer, was a totally unnecessary act of 
arbitrary exclusion. 

Even if these men were not as well 
trained as their fellows who attended law 
school, their number is so small as to con- 
stitute less of a menace to the legal sys- 
tem of a democratic people than their 
arbitrary exclusion would be. But these 
few men are not less well trained; they 
meet and pass the same examinations as 
their fellows, and it is sociologically a 
safe bet that their ultimate capabilities 

are greater than those of their fellows, 
since the road by which they reach their 
goal is fundamentally harder. 

All in all, it must be said that the pro- 
posed requirements savored highly of a 
certain professional and pedantic quality. 
They were much more concerned with 
the irrelevancy of where the applicant 
learned his law than with the funda- 
mental of whether he learned it. 

Furthermore, they have every appear- 
ance of being based upon the assumption 
that admission to the legal profession is 
the concern solely of the lawyers, for- 
getting the ancient fact that the profes- 
sion is the public profession of the law, 
and the public has a lively and legitimate 
interest in its administration. 

In the hurly-burly of national and in- 
ternational events, many things may oc- 
cur which appear limited or trifling on 
the surface, but actually have deep and 
far-reaching consequences which run 
counter to the spirit of a fundamental 
democracy. By safeguarding the State 
from one such act, these five members 
of the Supreme Court have rendered a 
genuine service to Missouri.

proposed by the officers of the new Hast Side health 


| district, consisting of East St. Louis, Stites, Canteen 


and Centerville townships. . | 

Here is the situation: When the ordinance was 
submitted to the Hast St. Louis Couneil, it was also 
submitted to six other incorporated. municipalities 
in the health district, These smaller communities, 
Fairmont City, Washington Park, Brooklyn, National 
City, Monsanto and Cahokia, naturally are waiting 
to see what East St. Louis will do, 
St. Louis has done little. The ordinance is in the 
hands of Commissioner Albert P. Lauman, health 
member of the City Council, where it has been for 
six weeks. 7 

For its own sake, Bast St. Louis should follow 
St. Louis’ example, which is no more than the 
example of several hundred other American cities. 
The present ordinance is no ordinance at all. It 
is old, it has no teeth and fit is unenforced. The 
result is that East St. Louis has a United States 
Public Health Service rating of 68 per cent on the 
quality of its pasteurized milk as compared with a 
possible 90 to 100 per cent for communities whi 
enforce the standard ordinance. aes 

The low Federal rating is matched by a similarly 
low rating by State health authorities. A check 
of 450 representative dairies in the area which do 
not sell to St. Louis dairies and so are not under 
St. Louis inspection shows that the conditions under 
which milk is produced range from poor to fair. 
At only 30 per cent of these dairies are there sani- 
tary toilets, 

The implications are clear. With no control over 
the milk supply in Hast St. Louis, that community 
of 75,000 is free game for producers who want to 
market milk which cannot be sold in St. Louis under 
the standard ordinance here. Add the residents 
of the surrounding townships of the health district 
and an area of 100,000 people is open to the dis- 
tribution of uninspected or inferior milk. 

Mr. Lauman should report the ordinance favorably 
to the East St. Louis Council, the Council should pass 
it and similar action should follow in the nearby 
towns. The people of the Hast St. Louis area are 
entitled to that public health safeguard. The St. 
Louis area as a whole deserves the increased pro- 
tection that would be given against inferior milk 
and epidemic disease.

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CONTINUE THE CIVIL LIBERTIES INQUIRY. 

The probings of the Senate Civil Liberties Com- 
mittee have been striking some tender and sensitive 
spots, so the lobbyists are busying themselves in an 
effort to block continuance of the work. The com- 
mittee’s current appropriation has run out (it has 
spent $90,000 in its two years’ work), and Chairman 
La Follette is asking for $60,000 more to complete 
the investigations and prepare legislative recom- 
mendations.

Hitler and Mussolini are co-operating now because it is to their mutual interest, but 
certain conflicting ambitions may impair unity later, writer says; both want raw 
materials and trade of the Danube area and of Spain; Germans living in Italian 
Tyrol may become an issue; present situation seen as favoring aims of the Reich.

HE visit of Adolf Hitler to Italy will 

give a final polish to the axis around 

which he and Bénito Mussolini expect 
the affairs of Europe to revolve. 

It does not require a microscopic exam- 
ination, however, to reveal flaws in this axis, 
flaws which may well cause it to bend and 
even to break as time goes on. The recent 
annexation of Austria by Germany is not 
a major cause of these defects, but it has 
served to make them more evident and has 
‘hastened the time when they will be felt. 

Hitler and Mussolini have co-operated to 
a greater or less extent in the past because 
it has been to their mutual interest to do so. 
There are, however, certain fundamental 
conflicts of interest between their two coun- 
‘tries which cannot be overlooked. : 

Highly important in this connection is the 
fact that Italy and Germany are economic 
rivals in Central and Southeastern Europe. 
Both need markets which can be dominated 
if not controlled. Such an opportunity is 
offered by Hungary, Rumania, Yugoslavia, 
Bulgaria and Greece. 

These countries have a combined popu- 
lation in excess of 50,000,000. Their average 
purchasing power is admittedly small, espe- 
cially in the case of manufactured goods, 
‘but their total consuming capacity is suffi- 
ciently large to be of real significance to 
both Italy and Germany. If either nation 
could get control of the markets of any 
or all of these countries by treaty or by 
ether. means, its own economic position 
would be strengthened. 


The countries of Central and Southeast- 
ern Europe also produce many of the food- 
stuffs and raw materials which are essential 
to Germany and Italy. Hungary, Rumania 
and Yugoslavia are noted for their grain 
exports, and are in a position to furnish 
meats in large quantities. 

Southeastern Europe can also supply a 
variety of raw materials. Undoubtedly, the 
most important is petroleum, vitally neces- 
sary for both industria] and military op- 
erations, Rumania has important reserves 
of oil, and, while the output in recent years 
has not been large, it could be increased 
substantially. 

With both nations feeling the need for 
economic dominance in this section of Eu- 
rope, there are reasons for believing that 
the struggle between them for control is 
going to be keen, and that it will be in-

Senate Has Approved Naming of

WASHINGTON, May 4.—A bill 
authorizing appointment of 24 new 
United States District Judges was 
approved in the House yesterday.

They are examples of the dis- 
ease known as “icthyosis” or “fish skin.” In winter their skin gets 
rough and scaly and, in fact, they look as if 
they were covered with fine fish scales. In 
the summer thie all smooths down and they 
have as nice, normal skin as anybody. 
A similar condition is known as “peeling 
skin” and presents a very remarkable pic- 
ture. The most famous case was that of a 
man who at regular intervals was covered 
with a red rash with a rise of temperature, 
nausea and weakness. This red rash lasted 
for 36 hours and then the skin came off in 
large sheets, with complete casts of the 
hands and feet. 
5 I have before me the record of the case 
2 of a man of the age of 22 who, as far as 
“OR. CLENDENING, he could remember, began having the skin 
peel off in May. This condition lasted throughout the summer and sub- 
sided in October. His sister suffered from a similar condition. His 
general health outside of this was always excellent and there was no 
pain or itching. Even when he was not doing this, the upper layer of 
skin could easily be removed with a little rubbing.
